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A great improvement has been made at the Home by the 
enclosing of the walks which adjoin the buildings thereby pro- 
viding shelter from the winter weather. The yearly inspection 
at the Home was made on January 23, 1928, by Colonel B. K. 
Cash, N. H. D: V.S. There has been received from the Board of 
Managers of the National Homes, under the Act of Congress 
providing aid to State and Territorial Homes the sum of $6,210.C0. 


Twelve meetings of the Board have been held the past 
year, one of which was at the Home, June 10, 1928, when the en- 
tire Board were present, including the Chairman, His Excellency 
the Governor, Norman S. Case, accompanied by his Aide, Lieut. 
Charles W. Lippitt. A general inspection was made of the entire 
Home to the satisfaction of those present. 


The Chairman of the Executive Committee, Hon. Ezra 
Dixon, has repeatedly visited the Home, showing his great inter- 
est in its affairs. Applications from the Veterans Widows for 
admittance to the Home have been many, and as there is no law, 
neither any accommodations for them, no action could be taken 
by the Board. 


Visits the past year by the many patriotic orders kave been 
of unusual interest to the members of the Home. One evening 
each week is set apart for entertaining the Veterans with Motion 
Pictures, and they receive much enjoyment from them. 


The Committee on neglected graves report as follows: 
Have received from the Quartermaster General, U. S. Army at 
Washington during the past year fifty-nine headstones for the 
erection over the graves of Veterans of all wars and are divided 
among the graves as follows, Civil War 31, Spanish War 12, 
World War 16. The cost of which is as follows, Mileage $594 .96, 
Erecting Headstones $557.00. Hauling Stones $161.21. There 
is at present being cut at Rutland, Vermont, Headstones as follows, 
Revolutionary War 2, Civil War 30, Spanish War 16, World War 7. 
The committee have seen that many neglected lots in the several 
cemeteries have been put in proper condition.

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SECTION 2 OF CHAPTER 116 OF THE GENERAL LAWS, 
ENTITLED 
“OF THE RHODE ISLAND SOLDIERS’ HOME” 


Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empowered 
to take and receive in the name of the state, any grant, devise, 
gift or bequest of real or personal property that may be made for 
the use and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home, or the 
inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, and all 
money received under the provisions of section 21 hereof, shall be 
paid over to the general treasurer and shall be kept by him as a 
special fund to be known as the soldiers’ home fund. The board 
with the approval of the Governor may sell and dispose of any 
property real or personal received under this section, and any pro- 
perty received under section 21 hereof, and the proceeds of such 
sale shall be paid over to the general treasurer to be a part of said 
fund. The said fund shall be used to provide clothing, comforts 
and conveniences for the inmates of said home not otherwise 
provided for by law, and the state auditor is hereby authorized 
and directed to draw his orders upon the general treasurer for 
payments from such funds, for the purposes provided for in this 
section, as may from time to time be required, upon receipt by 
him of proper vouchers approved by the chairman and secretary 
of said board.

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During the past year a number of improvements have 
been made at the Home, the principal ones being the painting of 
a large number of the buildings and the grading of the grounds 
east of the Hospital. The Executive Committee headed by 
Hon. Ezra Dixon have shown great interest in the management > 
of the Home. During the past year twelve meetings of the Board 
have been held, one of which was at the Home. 

Monthly reports as required by the Board of Managers of 
the National Homes, at Dayton, Ohio, have been forwarded and 
there has been received during the past year the sum of $5,430.00 
under the Act of Congress providing Aid to State and Territorial 
Homes. 

The Home was Inspected on June 13, 1929 by Colonel 
BY Ke Cash IN Es Vo: 

On July 14, 1929 the Board met with a great loss in the 
death of Jeremiah I. Greene, his membership dating from January 
31, 1922. Hiram S. Johnson, Co. K, 2lst Connecticut Vol. was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. 

On April 30, 1929, Earl H. McKenzie resigned as Adjutant 
of the Home. The vacancy was filled by Edward A. Everett on 
May 29, 1929. 

The Department of Rhode Island Grand Army of the 
Republic, also many other of the Patriotic organizations have 
visited the Home during the past year carrying with them good 
cheer to the members. 

The Committee on neglected graves, Robert M. Pollard, 
Charles H. Bowden, and Willis C. Metcalf report that during the 
past year there has been erected the following number of head- 
stones; Revolutionary War 3, Civil War 12, Spanish War 9, 
World War 5. There are at the present date being cut the follow- 
ing headstones that have been ordered during the past year, 
Revolutionary War 2, Civil War 26, Spanish War 16, World War 
26, Mexican War 1. There have been located and marked with 
the appropriate iron marker and flag the unmarked graves of the 
following soldiers of all wars; Revolutionary War 89, Civil War 
40, Spanish War 54, World War 32, Mexican War 2, Indian War 
1, Colonial Wars 2. 

There are a very large number of graves of soldiers of the 
so called “Colonial Wars’’ or Wars prior to 1770 as many of the 
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citizens of the State of Rhode Island rendered important services 
during that period and this committee has received authority to 
use the Colonial War Marker now used by the Society of the 
Colonial Wars, and we have had designed a marker for that war 
which closely follows the design of the above mentioned marker 
with no mention of the Society on the marker and it makes a 
beautiful State Marker for that war. The above remarks hold 
good for a marker designed for the Indian Wars, a number of 
these veterans being buried in this State. 


Section 2 of Chapter 116 of the General Laws, 
Entitled 


“Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home’’ 


SEc. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to take and receive in the name of the state, any grant, 
devise, gift or bequest of real or personal property that may be 
made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home, 
or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so received, 
and all money received under the provisions of section 21 hereof 
shall be paid over to the general treasurer and shall be kept by 
him as a special fund to be known as the soldiers’ home fund. 
The board with the approval of the Governor may sell and ids- 
pose of any real or personal property received under this section, 
and any property received under section 21 hereof, and the pro- 
ceeds of such sale shall be paid over to the general treasurer to be 
a part of said fund. The said fund shall be used to provide 
clothing, cumforts and conveniences for the inmates of said home 
not otherwise provided for by law, and the state auditor is hereby 
authorized and directed to draw his orders upon the general 
treasurer for payments from such fund, for the purposes provided 
for in this section, as may from time to time be required, upon 
receipt by him of proper vouchers approved by the chairman and 
secretary of said board.

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During the seven months period covered by this report 
six of the regular meetings of the Board have been held at the 
State House on the second Tuesday of each month and one at 
the Soldiers’ Home, Bristol. The Executive Committee con- 
sisting of Hon. Ezra Dixon, Chairman, Samuel A. Whelden, and 
Sydney D. Harvey have visited the home repeatedly and have 
shown great interest in its management. 


Monthly reports as required by the Board of Managers, 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers at Dayton, 
Ohio, have been forwarded and there has been received during 
the seven months period the sum of $3090.00 under the Act of 
Congress providing Aid to State and Territorial Homes. The 
Home was inspected June 19, 1930 by Colonel B. K. Cash, of the 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 


The members of the Home have been visited and enter- 
tained by the following organizations: Grand Army of the Re- 
public, Ladies of the G. A. R., Woman’s Relief Corps, Sons of 
Union Veterans of the Civil War, Daughters of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War, Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War 
Auxiliary, United Spanish War Veterans, United Spanish War 
Veterans Auxiliary, The American Legion, The American 
Legion Auxiliary. 


The Committee on neglected graves, Robert M. Pollard, 
Charles H. Bowden, and Willis C. Metcalf report that during 
the seven months period there has been erected the following 
number of headstones: Revolutionary War 4, Civil War 22, 
Spanish War 4, World War 1. There remain the following 
headstones to be delivered by the Federal Government: Revo- 
lutionary War 10, Civil War 22, Spanish War 15, World War, 
Zo: 


The following unmarked graves have been located, marked 
and flagged: Revolutionary War 174, Colonial Wars 30, Civil 
War 1, Indian Wars 1, Spanish War 1, World War 10. 


There has been designed and adopted a marker for the 
War of 1812 and it is expected to be delivered in time to com- 
mence the work of marking the graves of the Veterans of that 
war in the near future. A number of old and abandoned ceme- 
teries have been cleaned uy and made presentable. 


The City of Newport appropriates $5,000.00 annually for 
this purpose and a splendid start has been made in this direc- 
tion. The Town of Bristol appropriates $500.00 annually for 
this purpose, and an effort will be made in the near future 
towards requesting other cities and towns to do likewise. 
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Section 2 of Chapter 116 of the General Laws, Entitled 
“Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home” 


Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to take and receive in the name of the state, any grant, 
devise, gift or bequest of real or personal property that may be 
made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ 
Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so 
received, and all money received under the provisions of sec- 
tion 21 hereof, shall be paid over to the general treasurer and 
shall be kept by him as a special fund to be known as the Sol- 
diers’ home fund. The board with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor may sell and dispose of any real or personal property re- 
ceived under this section, and any property received under sec- 
tion 21 hereof, and the proceeds of such sale shall be paid over 
to the general treasurer to be part of said fund. The said fund 
shall be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences 
for the inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by 
law, and the state auditor is hereby authorized and directed to 
draw his orders upon the general treasurer for payments from 
such fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may 
from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper 
vouchers approved by the chairman and secretary of said 
board.

Regular meetings of the Board have been held at the 
State House on the second Tuesday of each month during the 
fiscal year covered by this report. One special meeting was 
held on October 24, 1930. 


During this period, the Executive Committee, consisting 
of Hon. Ezra Dixon, Chairman, Samuel A. Whelden and Sydney 
D. Harvey, have made frequent visits to the Home and have 
shown great interest in its management. Visits to the Home 
have also been made by the other members of the Board. 


At the January session of the General Assembly, 1931, 
Sections 6, 7 and 8 of Chapter 117 of the General Laws, 1923,. 
were amended, making the State Board of Soldiers’ Relief cus- 
todian of the soldiers’ burial lot located in the North Ceme- 
tery in the Town of Bristol. 


It is with regret that we report the death of Charles O. 
Smith, who served as a member of this Board from January 18, 
1927 to April 18, 1931, the date of his death. 


It is also with regret that we have to record the death on 
June 1, 1931 of our Assistant Secretary, Susan E. Tyler, who 
had been an employee of this office for nearly thirty years.

Committee on Neglected Graves 


This committee, consisting of Robert M. Pollard, Willis C. 
Metcalf and Charles H. Bowden, report that during the fiscal 
year a few small family lots, which have been located and 
found to be in a neglected and abanconed condition, have been 
cleared of brush and made presentable. The families to which 
these cemeteries belonged are in most cases dead or have 
moved to other states, and all interest in the graves lost or 
forgotten. In many cases, the ownership of the land on which 
these graves are located has changed several times, and the 
present owners, except in a few instances, have no interest in 
these cemeteries. 


There have been erected on graves of veterans of all wars 
during the past year fifty-six headstones which have been 
furnished by the United States Government, and application 
has been made for eighty-three stones not yet received. There 
has been a total of three hundred and twenty-two applications 
made for headstones, and of this number two hundred and thir- 
ty-nine have been obtained and erected since this committee 
was appointed on June 8, 1926. 


The following metallic markers are now available: Colonial 
Wars, Revolutionary War, War of 1812, Mexican War, Indian 
Wars, Civil War, Spanish American War and the World War. 


Decorating Graves of War Veterans 


This activity, which consists of supplying flags and metal- 
lic markers to the veterans’ organizations throughout the 
state, has increased more than sixty per cent. during the past 
two years. The reasons for this increase are that almost all of 
the patriotic organizations in our state are taking greater in- 
terest in this work and are now locating and marking graves 
which have heretofore been neglected, and, principally, that 
veterans’ graves are now marked on Armistice Day in addition 
to Memorial Day.

I have the honor to submit the following report as Agent 
of Soldiers’ Relief, Civil and Spanish Wars. 


At the January Session of the General Assembly, held 
1931, Section 7 of Chapter 116 of the General Laws was 
amended, and Section 23 of said chapter was repealed, thereby 
consolidating the funds for relief of Civil and Spanish War 
veterans. 


As applications for relief made by the Civil War veterans 
and their widows are being decreased by reason of death, and 
those of the Spanish War are being increased by reason of age 
and infirmities, this consolidation was made and has proved 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


No change has been made in the method of dispensing 
this fund and during this fiscal year six hundred and ninety- 
four orders have been issued for Civil War relief, and three 
hundred and sixty-nine for Spanish War relief. Total disburse- 
ments, $8,498.00.

Twelve regular meetings of the Board have been held on 
the second Tuesday of each month during the fiscal year cov- 
ered by this report. One special meeting was held on January 
20 aloo 


On January 15th, Mrs. Susan M. Sheple, Commandant of 
the Soldiers’ Home since May 11, 1922, requested that she be 
relieved of her duties and tendered her resignation to take ef- 
fect February 1st. At a special meeting of the Board held 
January 26th, Mrs. Sheple’s resignation was accepted, and 
Colonel Samuel A. Hall, a veteran of both the Spanish-Amerti- 
can and World Wars, was appointed Commandant. 


It is with regret that we record the death on March 8th 
of Samuel A. Whelden, who was appointed a member of this 
Board on December 13, 1923, and served as a member of the 
Executive Committee from February, 1925, to the date of his 
death. The vacancy on the Board was filled by the appoint- 
ment by His Excellency, The Governor, of Charles H. Bullock, 
Company C, 22d Massachusetts Infantry, and Brig. General 
Luke H. Callan was elected as a member of the Executive 
Committee. 


-Two hundred and twenty gross of 12 x 18 inch United 
States flags were purchased and issued to the veteran organiz- 
ations of the State for the purpose of decorating the graves of 
war veterans on Memorial and Armistice Days, and three 
hundred and ninety-two metallic grave markers were issued. 


The Committee on Neglected and Abandoned Graves has 
erected on the graves of veterans of all wars during the past 
year fifty-six headstones, which have been furnished by the 
United States government, making a total of two hundred and 
ninety-five headstones which have been obtained and erected 
since this committee was appointed on June 8, 1926.

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The regular quarterly and monthly reports as required by 
the Veterans Administration, Bureau of National Homes, 
have been forwarded, and this office has received through the 
office of the General Treasurer the sum of $6,021.70 under 
the Act of Congress providing aid to State and Territorial 
Homes. | 


During the year, the members of the Home have been 
visited and entertained by several veteran organizations and 
their auxiliaries. These visits are most gratifying to the mem- 
bers of the Home, and the members of this Board at this time 
desire to express their appreciation to those who have so gen- 
erously given their support to these visitations.

Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to take and receive in the name of the state, any grant, 
devise, gift or bequest of real or personal property that may be 
made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ 
Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so 
received, and all money received under the provisions of sec- 
tion 21 hereof, shall be paid to the general treasurer and shall 
be kept by him as a special fund to be known as the soldiers’ 
home fund. The board with the approval of the Governor 
may sell and dispose of any real or personal property received 
under this section, and any property received under section 21 
hereof, and the proceeds of such sale shall be paid over to the 
general treasurer to be part of said fund. The said fund shall 
be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences for the 
inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by law, and 
the state auditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw 
his orders upon the general treasurer for payments from such 
fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may 
from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper 
vouchers approved by the chairman and secretary of said 
board.

In addition to the items called specifically to your atten- 
tion for immediate consideration are the conditions of several

repair, and should be given attention to protect the invest- 
ment the State has made. 


It is felt that the membership of the Home is now on the 
increase and will continue on an upward trend for some time 
to come.

If this figure increases, it will probably 
be necessary to open the additional ward to care for this in- 
creased membership.

Twelve regular meetings cf the Board have been Held on 
the second Tuesday of each month during the fiscal year cov- 
ered by this report. 


On May 9th, Honorable Ezra Dixon, who had served con- 
tinuously as Chairman of the Executive Committee since 1918, 
declined to again serve in this capacity. This declination was 
accepted with regret, and in appreciation of the services which 
he had rendered, he was presented with an engrossed testi- 
monial by Brig. Gen. Luke H. Callan in behalf of the members 
of the Board. 


At this time, the Executive Committee for the ensuing 
year was elected as follows: Brig. Gen. Luke H. Callan, Chair- 
man, Major Sydney D. Harvey and Charles H. Bowden. 


Two hundred and thirty gross of 12 x 18 inch United 
States flags were purchased and issued to veteran organiza- 
tions of the State for the purpose of decorating graves of war 
veterans on Memorial and Armistice Days. Ninety-five metallic 
grave markers were issued. 


The Comittee on Neglected and Abandoned Graves has, 
through its Inspector, visited for- inspection over three hun- 
dred cemeteries about the State. An improvement has been 
noted in general although in some places, due to change in 
ownership or the death or removal of relatives, cemeteries 
were found grown up with brush and in a few instances the 
stones fallen over or broken. Wherever these conditions were 
found, the brush was cut and removed and the stones reset or 
repaired. In a few cases, new Government headstones were 
procured and set to replace the old, broken stones. 


In connection with the inspection, the soldiers’ graves 
have been listed, and a card index is being prepared, showing 
the name of the soldier, the war in which he served, and the 
cemetery in which he is buried. An index to cemeteries has 
been arranged, giving the name of the cemetery and its loca- 
tion in town, city and county. 


The work of inspection and listing of names is still in 
progress. Up to date, the names of approximately ten thous- 
and soldiers have been filed. 


The Committee on Neglected and Abandoned Graves has 
erected on the graves of soldiers of all wars sixty four head- 
stones, which have been furnished by the United States Gov- 
ernment. These were furnished as follows: Revolutionary War, 
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7; Civil War, 12; Spanish-American War, 2; World War, 40, 
and United States Service, 3. Since the appointment of the 
committee on June 8, 1926, there have been four hundred 
and seventeen applications for Government headstones: Of 
this numer, three hundred and ninety-five stones have been 
received and erected, six applications have been cancelled, and 
sixteen stones have not as yet been received. 


The regular quarterly and monthly reports as required by 
the Veterans Administration, Bureau of National Homes, have 
been forwarded, and this office has received through the of- 
fice of the General Treasurer the sum of $6,863.60 under the 
Act of Congress providing aid to State and Territorial Homes. 
The Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home was inspected on August 15, 
1932 by Colonel B. K. Cash, Inspector of the Bureau of Na- 
tional Homes. 


Section 2 of Chapter 116 of the General Laws, Entitled 
“Of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home” 


Sec. 2. The said board is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to take and receive in the name of the state, any grant, 
devise, gift or bequest of real or personal property that may be 
made for the use and benefit of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ 
Home, or the inmates or the purposes thereof. All money so 
received, and all money received under the provisions of sec- 
tion 21 hereof, shall be paid to the general treasurer and shall 
be kept by him as a special fund to be known as the soldiers’ 
home fund. The board with the approval of the Governor 
may sell and dispose of any real or personal property received 
under this section, and any property received under section 21 
hereoi, and the proceeds of such sale shall be paid over to the 
general treasurer to be part of said fund. The said fund shall 
be used to provide clothing, comforts and conveniences for the 
inmates of said home not otherwise provided for by law, and 
the state auditor is hereby authorized and directed to draw 
his orders upon the general treasurer for payments from such 
fund, for the purposes provided for in this section, as may 
from time to time be required, upon receipt by him of proper 
vouchers approved by the chairman and secretary of said 
board.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Command- 
ant of the Rhode Island Soldiers’ Home. 


The average attendance at the Home continues on the 
upward trend. The average attendance for the year ending 
June 30, 1983 shows an increase of 17% over the previous fis- 
cal year. 


The passage of the National Economy Act was a severe 
blow to the members of the Home as well as to the manage- 
ment. Nearly fifty members ot the Heme who had been receiv- 
ing aid from the Federal Government in various sums were 
cut entirely out of aid, and at the same time the drastic ruling 
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in regard to Federal aid to State homes caused a loss of ap- 
proximately five thousand dollars a year income, which was 
applied to the operating expenses of the Home. Furthermore, 
the loss of Federal aid to the members of the Home makes it 
necessary to supply these members with clothing, footwear, 
toilet articles and smoking material, an expense which at the 
time of preparing the annual budget could not be foreseen, 
and will result in a considerable deficiency unless additional 
appropriations are made to meet this additional expense. 


During the year, we have received visitations from the 
various committees of the veterans’ organizations and their 
auxiliaries, who have provided many gifts and entertainment 
tc the members of the Home. It is a pleasure to receive them 
and their work on behalf of the veterans is appreciated. 


Perhaps the most outstanding feature of these visitations 
was that of the Women’s Relief Corps, who presented a beau- 
tiful pink marble bird bath for the Memorial Garden. At this 
occasion there were more than three hundred visitors pres- 
ent, together with the Overseas Military Band, members of the 
Board and distinguished persons. The gift was accepted by 
General Callan on behalf of the Board, who acted for Senator 
Dixon who was confined at his home by illness. 


I am enclosing herewith several statistical reports in 
connection with the Home, and, in closing, I desire to express 
my thanks and appreciation to the officers and employees at 
the Home, who, by their loyal support, have greatly assisted 
me in the performance of my duties as Commandant. 


I would feel remiss in my duties if I did not express my 
appreciation to the members of the Board and the office em- 
ployees for their warm, cooperation, advice and support at all 
times.
